(A P )— Alexander Simpson, special 
ppoi-ocutoa-in the Hall-Milis murder 
ease, today moved for a mistrial, al- 
ing that mem tiers of the jury 
had committeJ improprieties, which 
made it impossible for him to ob­ 
tain a fair trial. 
The motion was made at the com­ 
pletion of the state’s case agiinst 
Mrs. Frahces Stevens Hall and her 
brothers, Willie and Henry Stev­ 
ens. 
They have been on trial for 
four weeks on charges of killing 
Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills, singer in 
the church of which Mrs. Hall's 
husband, the Rev. Edward Wheeler 
Hall, was rector. 
The motion by the state for a 
m strial in a homicidecase was be­ 
lieved almost without precedent in 
this state. 
After listening to all the 'affi­ 
davits, Judge Parker said he would 
take under advisement 
the 
mo­ 
tion for a mistrial. 
The jury was 
brought back into the courtroom 
Simpson suggested that the de­ 
fense might wish to be heard before 
the jury was recalled, hut Justice 
Parker said: 
“If the court thhiks 
anything should he done about this 
matter, the defense will bo giyon 
an opportunity to be heard.” 
Immediately after court conven­ 
ed, Simpson said tnht he had a 
motion to make and'asked that the 
jury be taken from the courtroom. 
Robert H. McCarter,

counsel, said that since the mo­ 
tion, which the prosecutor was to 
make, would refer to the jury, it.

That’s what has been done on $180 and one year’s 
business, w hat’s your opinion of the Albany-Do- 
catur Junior Chamber of Commerce? 
In the compilation of the things done by the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce little has been said 
of the many activities in which they have taken 
a hand, little has been said of the advertising that 
has been done for these cities. 
Nothing has been 
stated regarding the bringing of manufacturers 
here who have not found what they wished and 
returned, after having been hospitably treated and 
shown over the various points of advantage and 
disadvantage in these cities and the surrounding
